Parable of a Holiness Man

HE had been a pretty good fellow. He 
had never been a drunkard, a gam- 
bler, an adulterer or fornicator; had never 
used profanity or tobacco—and so far as 
that goes, he had no bad habits. In fact, 
he went to church and Sunday School, 
when it was convenient. Yet he was dis- 
satisfied with his life. He did not feel 
that he was wholly given to the Lord; or 
that his life would bear inspection under 
the Bible; or the approval of God. There 
was something in his life that held him 
back from an absolute surrender to the 
will of God. The minister told him that it 
was only the enemy talking to him,— 
that he was perfectly all right; but that 
didn’t satisfy him, and he decided to do 
something about it. 


Finding a quiet place, where he knew 
he would disturb no one, he prayed earn- 
estly that the Lord would give him that 
sacred relationship that he thought every 
child of God should have; and take out 
of his life the thing that overcame him 
and caused him to sometimes go against 
what he thought would be the exact will 
of the Lord. 


It was rather hard to pray at first. 
There seemed a terrible darkness to settle 
down over him, it was hard to concen- 
trate his mind on the object of his prayer. 
His prayer seemed to be hollow and in- 
sincere; the devil seemed to mock and 
taunt him. There was a_ spirit that 
seemed to strive to make him fear the 
scorn and derision that he knew would 
come if he lived as his conscience and 
the Bible dictated. In conflict with those 
spirits was that overwhelming, consuming 
desire to be satisfied with his relationship 
to God. He believed that he should have 
it, that it was God’s plan for man and His 
will for him. He cried out in the anguish 
of his soul, and God, ““Who helpeth all 
our infirmities,” helped him. 

In his earnestness he did not realize that 
he was crying to the top of his voice, 
that great tears were rolling down his 
cheeks, that his arms were uplifted in 
supplication. If we could say that he 
thought at all, it was only that he 
wanted freedom, and God was the only 
source. 

Suddenly he knew that, almost with- 
out realizing it, he had made up his mind 
that amidst all the mockings and scoff- 
ings and scorns, amid all the trials, the 
heartaches, the losses, he would cling to 
God and God alone; and, in that same 
thought, he told the Lord so. Such peace 
as came stealing over him. Such ecstatic 
joy as flooded his being! Such a desire t» 
shout the high praises of God until all 
the world might hear!!! In that moment 
of ecstacy, and from the very bottom of 
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his soul, he cried out, “Oh take from me 
everything that is unlike thee, and fill 
me with thy Spirit! I give up all; I yield 
my all; I surrender my life to Thee. Use 
me for whatever thou wilt; I am thine 
and thine alone! 

It would seem that one could not con- 
tain more joy; but now, it seemed that 
floods of joy and streams of praise were 
pouring forth from within him. And 
hark! Lo, the angels are singing. The 
streams of praise break forth into a tor- 
rent of language that he does not under- 
stand or wish to control. 

He is a new man. “Old things have 
passed away. Behold all things become 
new.” He has a new nature, new 
thoughts, new words, a new outlook on 
life, a new attitude toward those about 
him. The Lord has put a new song in his 
mouth. He has a new view of the Bible. 
The sky is brighter, the birds sing sweet- 
er, the flowers are more beautiful. 

He made new plans for this new life, 
and as he planned he said: “I will work 
harder that I may have more to give to 
others (the Lord has done so much for 
me, I want to do more for Him).” So, 
he increased his efforts to please those for 
whom he worked. He said, “I will study 
to better prepare myself for the work that 
the Lord has given me. Even though He 
has not called me to the ministry, I 
want to be at my best where He has 
placed me.” And so he began to study in 
his leisure hours. 

He said, “I am the Lord’s, and all with 
which He blesses me is His, therefore I 
will give Him ‘His part.’ ” So, whatever 
his financial straits he always paid God 
His tithes. 

He said, “I will help to build a church, 
in which I will not be embarrassed to 
worship and invite my friends. I will help 
to support and direct that church, so I 
will not be embarrassed to own it. I will 
help to spread the news of this good 
blessing which I have received, by giving 
a portion of my income to missions. I 
will help to support the widows, or- 
phans, and those in less fortunate cir- 
cumstances than I, that I may have pure 
and undefiled religion. I will help to take 
care of the ministers who have carried 
the gospel until physical disabilities pre- 
vent them, and the evangelist that he may 
continue it.” And all these things he 
did. 

He planned all his work so it would 
not conflict with his prayer life (he has 
family worship, morning, noon and 
night), and he planned so that nothing 
would hinder him from attending the lo- 
cal church services. He read in the Bible 
where the Lord said, ‘Thou shalt have 


no other gods before me,” and he planned 
his life to revolve around God as the cen- 
ter. He not only took part in, but when 
he saw the necessity he took the leader-

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Question: Is it possible to completely 
fall from grace? If you are once born of 
God are you not always a child of God? 
Please give Bible reference.—Mrs. W. F. 


Answer: Any question which has to do 
with man’s eternal welfare should be an- 
swered only with Bible references and we 
are glad to furnish such references. We 
do not deem that it is necessary, in an- 
swering this question, to give more than 
three. These three are individual wit- 
nesses from the Word of God whose tes- 
timonies are unimpeachable. They are: 
First, the Apostle Paul, who says in Gal. 
5:4, “Christ is become of no effect unto 
you, whosoever of you are justified by 
the law; ye are fallen from grace.” As the 
second witness, Jesus says, “Every branch 
in me that beareth not fruit he taketh 
away,” John 15:2. As a third witness, 
Exod. 32:33, “And the Lord said unto 
Moses, Whosoever hath sinned against 
me, him will I blot out of my book.” 
Now if Paul declared that those who are 
justified by the law are fallen from grace; 
if Jesus declared that the branch which 
bears not fruit He will take away, and if 
God manifestly declared that He will 
blot the sinner out of His book, what 
further argument is there for eternal 
security? 


Question: Please explain Gal. 4:22-24. 
—P. W. H. 


Answer: The scripture referred to is as 
follows: “For it is written, that Abraham 
had two sons, the one by a bondmaid, the 
other by a freewoman. But he who was 
of the bondwoman was born after the 
flesh; but he of the freewoman was by 
promise. Which things are an allegory: 
for these are the two covenants; the one 
from mount Sinai, which gendereth to 
bondage, which is Agar.” In this scripture 
the Apostle Paul is merely taking the two 
sons of Abraham—Isaac who was the son 
of Abraham’s wife, Sarah, and Ishmael 
who was the son of a bondwoman or a 
slave—to represent the two covenants. 
There seems, however, to be a reversal in 
that the son of Hagar is likened to the 
law, while Isaac is likened to the covenant 
of grace. Paul did not wish to make a doc- 
trine here but as all allegories, parables, or 
illustrations are only given to clarify a 
truth, Paul used these comparisons to 
clarify the superiority of the covenant of 
grace over that of the law.

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Rapture of The Church 


Twelve Reasons for the Rapture of the Church at 
Rev. 4:1 or Before the Tribulation

(CONTINUED From Last WEEK) 


1. There is a marked change in God’s 
attitude toward humanity in general 
from that of mercy (Rev. 1-3) to that 
of judgment. Rev. 6-19. Rev. 4-5 picture 
the raptured Church and Old Testament 
saints with God in heaven represented by 
the twenty-four elders. The seals and 
first six trumpets (Rev. 6:1-9:21) take 
the first three and one-half years of Dan- 
iel’s seventieth week. The seventh trum- 
pet blows in the middle of this week un- 
der which the sun-clothed woman flees 
for 1,260 days and the other events of 
Rev. 11:15-13:18 are fulfilled. The sixth 
seal and seven trumpets reveal judgments 
from heaven in the first three and one- 
half years as do the seven vials in the last 
three and one-half years of the week. 
Romanism and the ten kings of Rev. 17 
cause the tribulation of this first three 
and one-half years while the antichrist 
causes the great tribulation of the last 
three and one-half years of the week. The 
judgments themselves in either part of the 
week do not cause the tribulation. They 
are sent because of the tribulation upon 
God’s people. 

If the Church is caught up to heaven in 
the middle of the week, then it goes 
through the tribulation and judgments otf 
at least three and one-half years and does 
not escape tribulation. On the other hand, 
if the church escapes the tribulation, then 
it escapes “‘all these things” of the first 
part as well as the last part of the week. 
This requires the rapture of the church at 
Rev. 4:1 before “these things” and at 
the beginning of the week. 

2. If the natural divisions of the book 
of Revelation are to be taken as clearly 
stated in Rev. 1:19 and 4:1, there can be 
no other alternative than to believe that 
the rapture takes places in Rev. 4:1. 
These natural divisions make the key to 
the understanding of Revelation. Part 
one: “the things which thou hast seen,” 
i. e., the vision of Christ in the midst of 
the candlestick (1:12-18, 20), as seen by 
John before he was told to write. Part 
two: “the things which are,” i. e., the 
things concerning the churches from 
John’s day to the rapture of the Church, 
as recorded in 2:1-3:22. Part three: ‘the 
things which shall be hereafter,” i. e., the 
things of chapters 4-22 which shall come 
to pass after the churches. In Rev. 4:1, 
after John had written “the things which 
thou hast seen” and “the things which 
are” and every thing concerning the 
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Church was completed, John was asked 
to go up through the door into heaven to 
receive “the things which must be here- 
after,” i. e., after the churches. The 
greatest mistake of Bible teachers has been 
mixing the things of chapters 4-22 with 
the things of chapters 1-3. No true un- 
derstanding of Revelation can be had as 
long as this mistake is made. If God told 
John in 1:19 and 4:1 that the things from 
Rev. 4:1 on must be after the things of 
chapter 1-3 then they must be after them. 
This one fact would eliminate the rapture 
of the Church as the manchild of Rev. 12 
and settle many questions that cannot be 
answered if the other line of interpreta- 
tion is followed. The woman and man- 
child are right in the middle of the things 
of chapters 4-22, which “must be here- 
after” the things of chapters 1-3. If we 
do not believe this plain, natural and di- 
vine division of Revelation, how can we 
expect to understand the book and har- 
monize it with other scriptures? On the 
other hand, if we keep everything of 
chapters 4-22 as being fulfilled after the 
churches of chapters 1-3, then everything 
falls into its natural division and is per- 
fectly clear. This proves the rapture of 
the Church at Rev. 4:1 before the events 
of chapters 4-22 begin to be fulfilled. 


3. The word “church” or “churches” is 
not mentioned after the last verse of 
chapter 3 until after the close of the 
prophecy, which ends in Rev. 22:5. The 
rest of the book is not prophecy and con- 
tains only parting instructions to John. If 
the Church were on earth during the trib- 
ulation of Rev. 4-19, it surely would be 
mentioned in some clear way, especially 
since the words “church” and “‘churches” 
are used nineteen times in chapters 1-3 
Why their continued use in these chapters 
and not once after them, if the Church 
is still on the earth after Rev. 4:1? 


4. The enthroned elders are representa- 
tives of the raptured saints and are al- 
ways seen in heaven in chapters 4-19 after 
Rev. 4:1. The crowns, white raiment, 
their distinction from angels throughout, 
the word “elders,” and other identifica- 
tions of humanity prove them to be re- 
deemed human beings. Such things are 
never used of angels in the book, only of 
Christ and redeemed humanity. The an- 
gel that shows John the Revelation is one 
of these elders and a redeemed prophet, 
as is Clear by a study of Rev. 1:1; 5:5-7; 
7:13-15; 17:1; 19:10; 21:9; 22:8-9. If 
one of these elders is redeemed, all of 


them must be, and if they are in heaven 
always after Rev. 4:1, the saints they are 
representative of must be raptured at 
Rev. 4:1. 

5. There can be no scripture produceu 
to show that the Church is on earth dur- 
ing any part of Daniel’s seventieth week 
or during the fulfillment of Revelation 
after 4:1. On the contrary, Israel is iden- 
tified in all of Rev. 4-19 for the purpose 
of fulfilling the seventieth week “con- 
cerning thy people (Israel) and thy holy 
city (Jerusalem), to finish the transgres- 
sion, and make an end of sins, and to 
make reconciliation for iniquity, and to 
bring in everlasting righteousness, and to 
seal up the vision and prophecy, and to 
anoint the most holy.” Dan. 9:24-27. It 
is during this week that antichrist con- 
firms the seven years’ covenant with Is- 
rael, not with the Church. Dan. 9:27. 
Therefore, the rapture must take place 
before the seventieth week at Rev. 4:1. 

6. An individual is recognized and 
identified by his features and character- 
istics. A body of individuals is also identi- 
fied by its peculiarities. So in this case, if 
the Church is on earth during the ful- 
fillment of Rev. 4-19, we must see ifs 
earmarks. But such are not to be found. 
On the other hand, evidence of Israel is 
seen everywhere in Revelation after 4:1, 
a fact more striking, since Israel is not 
once mentioned in chapters 1-3. This 
proves that the two different institutions 
are dealt with in different parts of the 
book: the Church until its rapture in 
chapters 1-3 and Israel after the rapture 
in chapters 4-19. The Jewish character 
of the book after chapter 3 is evidenced 
by about 285 references to Israel and the 
Old Testament such as the lamb; lion of 
Judah; offspring of David; 144,000 
Jews; seals, trumpets and vials; Daniel’s 
seventieth week; altar and priestly minis- 
try; horns of the altar; the prophets; 
temple, temple court; holy city; olive 
trees; ark of the covenant; woman and 
manchild; Michael; remnant; Armaged- 
don; and scores of other references that 
are distinctively Jewish and were never 
mentioned in connection with the 
Church. Thus, if Israel is identified in 
these chapters and not the Church, then 
the Church must be raptured in Rev. 4: 
1 before these things. 


7. There is no other place in Revelation 
for the rapture of the Church and Old 
Testament saints than in 4:1. The 144,- 
000 Jews and the great multitude of trib- 
ulation saints are the only two companies 
saved after 4:1, and neither of these could 
be the Church, for the simple reason that 
the things of chapters 4-22 “must be 
hereafter,” i. e., after the churches. The 
manchild is Jewish as well as the woman 
and therefore cannot be the Church. The 
144,000 Jews are seen on earth in Rey.

L ER FROM INDIA 
Muvatupuzha, Travancore, 
South India, August 2, 1940 


Greetings in the precious name of Jesus 
to all the Evangel family: 

It has been quite a long time since we 
have written to you, due to the fact that 
we have been so busy. We trust you are 
still remembering us in your prayers. It 
takes much prayer these days to win the 
victory over the evil one, and truly we 
feel the effect of your prayers. 

I wish to give you a little testimony 
before I tell you about the work here. As 
some of you know, I have been having a 
trial of faith in my health since we first 
came to India. Some have thought that 
during our first few days here I contract- 
ed amoebic dysentery, which is a_ very 
prevalent disease in India. I don’t know 
what it is, but I do know I have suffered 
tremendously. We wrote home that I was 
sick and needed prayer, and the loved 
ones at home began to pray, but for a 
long time I did not improve, rather be- 
came worse. Finally, when wife and I 
thought I would not pull through, M.1- 
dred wrote the seriousness of my condi- 
tion to our parents. We came to India to 
die for Christ, if it is His will, but if He 
should have seen fit to call me home then, 
we did not want our loved ones to be 
taken by surprise. Saints in various places 
then began to pray more earnestly; two 
anointed handkerchiefs were sent to me, 
and I immediately began to feel the ef- 
fects of these earnest prayers. I have been 
recovering ever since then, and now, 
praise God, I am quite all right. All glory 
to Him who was smitten for our healing! 
We want all of you to know we certain- 
ly appreciate your prayers and faith in our 
behalf, far more than words can express. 
We still need your prayers daily and trust 
you will not fail to hold us up before the 
Throne of Grace. 

This field is so great, and we need 
workers so badly to help carry the load. 
It gets very heavy at times, but God al- 
ways helps us to come out on the victor’s 
side. There are so many calls to go to the 
different villages and tell them about 
“Jesus,” the name many of them have 
never heard. And it seems that we just 
can’t refuse them, although we are very 
busy in our language study at present and 
feel that it will play a big part in helping 
us win these people for Jesus, when we 
become able to speak it and thus converse

directly with them instead of through an 
interpreter. 


The past two months have been very 
busy ones for us. This is our cool season, 
because it rains continuously. The heavy 
rains and flooded districts make it very 
difficult both for us and the natives to 
reach the places of meeting, but God has 
blessed us in services every Sunday, be- 
sides a number through the week, and 
quite a bit of visiting and personal work. 
We are especially exultant over the Lord’s 
blessings in one of the new stations which 
He gave us last year. There is a genuine 
revival spirit burning there. Twenty-five 
have followed the Lord in water baptism

and some have received the Holy Ghost. 
Those “‘babes in Christ” are growing nice- 
ly. Many of them have come from Hin- 
duism, and require teaching. As they are 
taught, they are walking in the light. It 
would thrill your very soul to see how 
God works with the heathen when they 
come to Him, washing away every sin 
stain of idolatry by the precious blood of 
Jesus, praise the Lord! No one but those 
that have labored with such people can 
understand what it means for the heathen 
to be converted and made one in Christ. 
The devil has certainly been trying the 





faith of those people, but God is blessing 
them and leading them on; they are surely 
“out and out” for Jesus. They have no 
place to worship; sometimes they meet in 
one of their huts, some times in the open, 
sometimes, especially when we go there, 
they gain permission to have service in the 
neighborhood Hindu schoel. They are 
very poor, but eager to do their best to 
build a building for worship. We have 
promised to help them get land and put 
up a humble church, which means we will 
have to furnish at least three-fourths of 
the cost. This we are happy to do, even if 
it means skimping on our part, for God 
has laid this particular burden upon us 
and we are glad to obey, for we know He 
will supply our needs as He has done re- 
peatedly in the past. 


We have been putting forth a special 
Sunday School drive, trying to get a Sun- 
day School in each station. In the above- 
mentioned place, they have twenty stu- 
dents (here in India only children go to 
Sunday School). We ordered some old 
Sunday School cards from the Publishing 
House, and are using them to create in- 
terest, in which capacity they are very 
valuable. In another new place where we 
are trying to establish the Church of God, 
we asked them to start a Sunday School. 
The worker replied, with a smile, “There 
are only my three children to come.” We 
encouraged him to start with such a few 
and believe God to increase the number. 
He is a very willing and energetic broth- 
er, so the very next Sunday we began, 
not with three, but with eight students, 
and in the few Sundays since the number 
has increased to eleven or more. I can 
hear you say, “Well, if that is all I could 
get I would not have a class either.” We 
feel this is a good beginning; we do have 
more in the older and more established 
stations. But one must start with little 
and ask God to give the increase. At this 
place too there is no building; the people 
worship in this brother’s house. The 
Church of God owns a plot of ground 
there, but a building has not yet been 
put up there. We are eager to erect a 
building there also within the very near 
future. 


A shore time ago, one of the leading 
members in a new station died, and the 
worker came after me to help them bury 
this brother. Of course, we went. He had 
been sick only ten days with fever (ty-

to get some work done that had to be 
done on the building. Well, we had the 
building ready for the convention. 

The Lord met with us throughout the 
convention and gave us a wonderful time 
of refreshing, Brother R. P. Johnson be- 
ing the principal speaker. We certainly 
did appreciate Brother and Sister Waters 
and the Burnett sisters and we were high- 
ly pleased that Sister Johnson was per- 
mitted to be with us. We extend to each 
one of them an invitation to visit the 
“treasure state” again. We raised $150.09 
on the new church besides meeting all 
other expenses and feeding the delega- 
tion free. Out-of-town delegates num- 
bered 162. The local church owes only 
about $600 on their property, which is 
worth $3,000. We want you to know also 
that the mission cause is near to our 
hearts and_ the mission offering was 
$70.00. 

Next we attended a camp meeting to 
which we had been invited in Idaho. 
This was a camp meeting of different 
Pentecostal people. Brother A. Landin 
was in charge. He has a work at Wallace 
where he has been preaching locally and 
over the air. Brother and Sister Blom are 
near there and they made quite an impres- 
sion on Brother Landin with the Church 
of God doctrine. I know not whether I 
added anything along that line, but the 
result was that he turned his work over to 
the Bloms and told his people to cooper- 
ate with the Church of God. Pardon us, 
Brother Camp, for invading your terri- 
tory, but we hope that it will work out 
to the glory of God and the furtherance 
of the greatest cause on earth. 

From Idaho we pitched our gospel tent 
in Harlowton, Mont., where we were 
while the Minot camp meeting was on. 
We certainly regretted that we were not 
privileged to attend that great feast but 
there is so much to be done and so few to 
do it. We organized the church in Har- 
lowton and bought church property. 
Eleven members’ were taken into the 
church, one of these a minister from the 
Calvary Pentecost who preaches sanctifi- 
cation as a second work of grace. The 
church property will be worth about 
$3,000 and the actual cost to us will be 
about $1,000. About this same time 
Brother Pospisil bought church property 
in Denton, giving us three properties 
since the state convention in Montana, 
and three churches organized in Montana. 
One new church was organized in Canada 
but one was disbanded. We organized a 
church in Belgrade in May, after the con- 
vention. We hope to be able to obtain the 
church property in Belgrade but so far 
have not been able to deal. 

ROBSART 

From Harlowton we went to Saskatch- 

ewan for the provincial convention. 
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While we were not favored with any of 
our general officials (which we hope to 
have next time) we had a very good con- 
vention, the mission offering being 
$50.00, which was remarkable since the 


members of the two leading churches har- 
vested no crops because of the grasshop- 
per pestilence. 

From the convention we went to Her- 
bert, Sask., for a revival, where eight or 
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nine prayed through to definite experi- 
ences. There was plenty of opposition in 
this meeting. Now for the last revival 
this Assembly year we have the tent in 
Maple Creek where our new church is, 
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having a pull to get folks to come to the 
services. We need your prayers that God 
will visit this town. Also pray for God to 
send or supply us with workers. We have 
need of two pastors for the coming year 


but they will have to come to us well rec- 
ommended.—Yours for lost souls, M. L. 
Lowe, overseer, Bigtimber, Montana.

phoid they thought). When I reached the 
place, I found they had made no arrange- 
ments for the funeral. When I asked the 
reason, they said they had no cemetery, 
and the nominal churches of that com- 
munity would not permit them to bury in 
their cemeteries. So the first problem was 
to get a place to bury him. Finally, after 
consulting with the neighbors and all 
concerned, it was agreed to bury him near 
his own house, in his yard, so as to speak, 
the property not being his, but govern- 
ment-owned. As this is the rainy season, 
the rain was just pouring. The natives lo- 
cated a spot and began to dig the grave. 
I have never witnessed anything like it. 
They dug a hole about one foot wide and 
just as long as the corpse. After a short 
funeral service, his body- was placed in 
the grave with nothing but a mat under 
him and a cloth, which did not even cover 
all his body, over him. They asked me to 
drop the first handful of soil on his body 
then, according to their custom, they all 
followed likewise. As I beheld, I thought, 
“How crude” and it was hard to bear, in 
comparing how nicely the people in 
America are put away. I’m so glad the 
grave is not our eternal abode. I then in- 
quired as to the welfare of the family 
and found he left a wife and six children, 
the oldest one thirteen years of age, with 
not a cent, no means of support, not a 
bite of food in the house, and I was un- 
able to learn when they had last had food! 
Of course, the Spirit would not let me de- 
part until I made some provision for them 
some food. We have several other widows 
also in our fellowship, which, as in the 
apostolic days of the Church, must be 
cared for. 

The spiritual and temporal need of 
these people is great. They are your broth- 
ers and sisters. Are you your brother’s 
keeper? 

We covet a daily interest in your 
prayers, both for ourselves and these dear 
people.—Yours in Calvary’s bonds, Mr.

TIME for Sept. 9, gives a gloomy pic- 
ture of the missionary status of the East.

Three Years in Charleston, S. C. 
By Porter M. Wuire, Pastor 

In 1937, at the General Assembly of 
the Church of God I was appointed by 
Rev. R. P. Johnson to serve as pastor here. 
On my arrival here I found a few loyal 
people standing for the Bible and its 
teachings, worshipping in their beautiful 
little church on Tracy Street. At my first 
Sunday School gathering there were only 
fifty-nine present. This building soon be- 
came too small. We began looking for 
room to take care of our congregation. 

In January, 1938, we sold our property 
on Tracy Street and purchased property 
on the corner of King and Sumter Streets. 
Church building in dimensions, 46x90 
feet; seating capacity, seven hundred; 
outside finish, brick veneer; inside walls 
made of sheet rock and longleaf pine ceil- 
ing, finished in natural. The two lots and 
building cost us $5,000.00. On May 24, 
1940, we completed parsonage sited on 
lot next to the church, designed and con- 
structed of the lastest style in building, 
framed of longleaf pine and stormed 
sheeted with same; asbestos siding, metal 
roof, ceiling and floors all of hardwood; 
made into five rooms, pastor’s study, 
bath, large back screened porch and front 
brick terrace; electrically equipped, elec- 
tric range and water heater donated by 
the L. W. W. B. The church and parson- 
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age are now valued at $17,000. Our prop- 
erty is located almost in the heart of the 
city. In the past three years the member- 
ship has doubled itself; the Sunday School 
has gained three to one, the Y. P. E. is 
making great progress. 

Speaking for the church here in gen- 
eral, we have experienced some of the 
most unquestionable battles that any 
church may undergo. We did not always 
have a flowing tide; we have had ebb tide 
as well. 

In 1938 two tornados struck the city 
at once, damaging almost every church 
in the city, and other property as well, de- 
molishing one new brick church two 
blocks from our church. In August, 1939, 
a large plant exploded, the blast causing 
a number of windows over the city to 
come tumbling out. Fire leaped hundreds 
of feet in the air. It looked as if we would 
be submerged in the flames; the people 
thought their time had come to give ac- 
count to their Maker. On August 11, 
1940, we were visited by a hurricane, 
damage estimated over $5,000 to coastal 
South Carolina. House tops went sailing 
through the air, some of the houses blown 
out to sea, trees uprooted. It brought a 
tidal wave which did more damage than 
the wind. It floated large boats away in- 
land, broke them up against the build- 
ings. My thoughts went back to the 
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twisting wind of the tornados and the 
blazing fire of the explosion. We lived 
through wind and fire, but what about 
this water. As I stood in the Main Street 
and saw those angry waves come surging 
around buildings, my thoughts grew dim. 
The only difference between Lot and me 
at that time, Lot received orders to leave 
Sodom, he wouldn’t go. The angels had 
to take him out. All I needed was orders 
to leave town, I would have gotten out 
immediately. Through all these tragedies 
not even one of our members was hurt, 
nor our property damaged. The Lord is 
with us, our Leader, our Deliverer, our 
Coming King. We thank Him, we praise 
Him forever. Amen.

The school has been in dire need of an 
adequate library. Mention has been made 
of this at different times; but no sub- 
stantial results have been attained. NOW 
we believe that the LIBRARY SPIRIT 


has come with real earnestness. 


Since receiving the three hundred and 
seventy-five volumes from Mr. Atchley 
as a token of appreciation to the Bible 
Training School, we have reports from 
others who are expecting to give books. 
One man in West Virginia reports that 
he has one hundred volumes; a lady in 
Ohio has written that she has sixty-five 
volumes; a man in Ohio has a number of 
volumes, and I believe that there are 
enough idle books lying on our shelves 
to fill our library. 


The state requirement for our school 
is eight thousand volumes. That is a large 
number of books; but we have a great 
many people who have many books. 

Some will ask, “Well, what kind of 
books do you want?” The answer is, We 
need all kinds of books that our people 
would have in their homes.

Students taking 
subjects are required to do so much read- 
ing each day on that subject. 

THOUSANDS of you will be coming 
to the Assembly in a few days. Bring those 
books with you which you have read and 
laid aside never to read again.

The Rapture of the Church

7:1-8; 9:4 just before the catching up of 
the manchild in 12:5. They are next seen 
in heaven “before the throne” in Rev. 
14:1-5. Therefore, they must have been 
caught up as the manchild when the 
woman or the main body of Israel fled 
into the wilderness. Matt. 24:15-22; Isa. 
16:1-5; Psa. 60:6-12; Ezek. 20:33-44; 
Dan. 11:40-42; Hos. 2:14-23. Since the 
manchild could not represent the Church, 
and since the elders representing the rap- 
tured saints are seen in heaven all through 
chapters 4-19, the Church must be 
caught up at Rev. 4:1. 

8. In Luke 21:34-36 we have the prom- 
ise of Jesus that some would be “‘account- 
ed worthy” to escape “‘all these things (of 
Matt. 24-25; Luke 21), that shall come 
to pass and stand before the son of man.” 
Since these “things” of Matthew and 
Luke can only be rightly understood in 
connection with Rev. 6-19; and since 
these things of Rev. 4-19 were to happen 
“after the churches,” the Church saints 
must be worthy ones who escape at the 
beginning of Rev. 4. 

9. There is no time element in connec- 
tion with the rapture of the Church as 
there is in connection with the rapture of 


the manchild. If there is, and this time is | 


in the middle of the seventieth week as 
the manchild, then let us be consistent 
and quit looking for the rapture of the 
Church before the rise of the antichrist 
at the beginning of this week and before 
the fulfillment of the events of this week 
as recorded in Rev. 4-19. If the Church 
goes through the things of Rev. 1:1-12:4, 
then it will not escape “all these things” 
as taught in Luke 21: 34-36; Rev. 1:19; 
4:1. Then, too, Paul’s teaching of the 
hinderer being taken out before the reve- 
lation of the antichrist would be errone- 
ous. But once we understand the rapture 
can take place any time from now to the 
revelation of antichrist, we can con- 
scientiously teach people to prepare for 
the rapture at any time. The only place 
for the rapture then would be before 
Rev. 4-22 was fulfilled, or at Rev. 4:1. 

10. In 1 Thess. 5:1-11 we have another 
definite promise assuring the saints that 
they shall escape the “wrath” that pre- 
cedes “the day of the Lord,” or the second 
advent. This wrath is revealed in Matt. 
24-25; Luke 21; Rev. 6:1-19:21 and is 
fulfilled during Daniel’s seventieth week. 
If the saints escape this wrath, the 
Church must be raptured before it, or at 
Rev. 4:1. 

11. The whole Church age is paren- 
thetical and comes between the sixty- 
ninth and seventieth weeks of Dan. 9:24- 
27. The seventieth week concerns “thy 
people (Israel) and thy holy city (Jeru- 
salem)” just as did the first sixty-nine 
weeks. The purpose is to deal with Israel 
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during this tribulation period to break 
them and .bring them to repentance. In 
order to do this He takes the “hinderer of 
lawlessness” out of the world so the saints 
will escape all the terrible things that are 
necessary to come upon Israel to accom- 
plish this. There is no reason why the 
saints should go through this, but it is 
necessary for Israel, to finish the six 
things of Dan. 9:24. This parenthetical 
aspect of the Church age is required in 
the many scriptures in the above points 
and the one which follows. 


12. In 2 Thess. 2:1-8 we have con- 
clusive proof that the Church will be 
raptured preceding Daniel’s seventieth 
week, the revelation of antichrist at the 
beginning of this week, and before the 
fulfillment of Rev. 4-22. “And now ye 
(Thessalonians) know what withholdeth 
that he might be revealed in his time. 
For the mystery of iniquity (spirit of 
lawlessness) doth already work: only he 
who now letteth (hindereth, as in Isa. 43: 
13; Rom. 1:3:), will let (hinder) until he 
be taken out of the way. And then (not 
before) shall that Wicked be revealed.” 
If we can prove that “he who now hin- 
dereth” is the Church, then we have def- 
inite and conclusive proof that the 
Church goes before the revelation of 
antichrist and the seventieth week. 


What besides governments, the Church 
and the Holy Spirit in the world today is 
hindering the spirit of lawlessness and 
preventing the revelation of antichrist? 
There is nothing, so this “hinderer” must 
be one of these. Governments will not be 
taken out of the world. The Holy Spirit 
will not be taken out of the world as 
proved in Joel 2:28-32; Acts 2:16-21; 
Zech. 12:10; John 14:16; Rev. 7:9-17; 
12:10-12; 15:2-4, etc. (Note the tribula- 
tion setting of these passages.) The won- 
ders and signs of Acts 2:16-21; Joel 2: 
28-32 have not been fulfilled and will not 
be until the tribulation. The national re- 
pentance of Israel as in Zech. 12:10-13:1 
has not been fulfilled and will not be 
until the last three and one-half years of 
the tribulation. The multitudes mentioned 
as saved in the other references will not 
be saved until the tribulation period. We 
maintain that no person ever was or ever 
will be saved without the ministry of the 
Spirit, the Word and the blood of Christ, 
so if people are going to be saved during 
the tribulation they must be saved as men 
are today. John 3:3-5; 16:7-11; Rom. 8: 
Eph. 2:1-9, 18; 1 Cor. 6:11; Titus 3:5; 
1 John 1:7-9. 


Since governments and the Spirit are 
herein the tribulation, it follows by the 
logic of elimination that the Church is 
the hindrance referred to. That hindrance 
will be withdrawn for the simple reason 
that the Church will be raptured. Then, 
and then only, will the man of sin be 
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revealed. The tribulation on earth would 
not affect the Spirit, so why should He 
be removed and leave the multitudes who 
were not ready for the rapture to go 
through the tribulation without any 
source of help or salvation? 

The pronoun “he” in this passage can 
refer to the Church as well as to the 
Spirit, for the Church is spoken of as a 
“man” in Eph. 2:15; 4:13. The Church is 
a man because it is “the body of Christ” 
who is a man. 1 Cor. 12:12-13, 27; Eph. 
1:20-23; 2:14-22; 4:12-16; Col. 1:18- 
24. Therefore, in view of the fact that the 
Holy Spirit is not to be taken out of the 
world; that the Church is called a “man” 
and can be referred to in the masculine 
gender; that the Church is to be raptured; 
that the Church is the only thing that 
could be the hinderer referred to; and that 
antichrist is revealed at the beginning of 
the seventicth week (Dan. 9:27), we con- 
clude that the Church will be raptured at 
Rev. 4:1 before the tribulation and the 
revelation of the antichrist at the begin- 
ning of the week.

ship in all local church work and services. 

He has given all his life to God; and 
no clouds of doubt or fear overshadow his 
mind. When he studies, his mind is alert 
to grasp the subject; when he works his 
mind and body are alert to do the task 
assigned him. Perhaps his employer does 
not like his religion, but he likes his work, 
and so every day he is more convinced 
that it is well to serve the Lord. He is 
honest, sincere, and has the love of God 
in his heart, so it is his nature to be con- 
siderate of others. The Lord blesses him 
physically, mentally, spiritually, and fi- 
nancially. If he has a dollar only, and he 
thinks the Lord needs it in His work, he 
gives it willingly, anxiously, and without 
grudging, and the Lord restores it four- 
fold. 

He is not afraid to trust his body in 
the hand of the Lord. He belongs to 
Him, and if He wishes to take him, he 


has no right to wish to stay. He is not 
afraid to trust the Lord in a financial 
strait. He remembers Job, and he has no 
desire to be something that the Lord does 
not will. He has no desire to be like the 
world; he belongs to the Lord and wishes 
only to please Him. 

Some people call him a fool, a fanatic, 
a waster, an extremist, an eccentric, and 
many other trivial names, they are only 
proof to him that he is traveling the beat- 
en path to Glory. The Lord looks down 
from Heaven; beholds, and notes are 
made in the book of remembrance.
